T hird quarter results across 
Niagara indicate that the 
rebound spike in real estate sales 
activity experienced during the 
past 12 months has begun to

According to the MLS statistics 
as reported by the Niagara 
Association of Realtors total unit 
sales of single family residential 
homes have dropped 17.8% 
compared to July - September 
2009. 

Locally, Pelham reported 
a decline of 19% while our 
neighbouring City of Welland 
experienced a dip of 19.7%. 

There has been a 5.8% 
increase in the number of new 
listings placed on the market 
year-to-date in Welland. This 
surge in listing activity is further 


contributing to a growing surplus 
inventory of properties on the 

The combined impact of fewer 
sales and higher supply levels 
has stabilized average price 
levels in the Rose City. 

The 12 month average sale 
price in Welland has remained 
constant at the July peak level 
of $178,000 throughout the 
third quarter indicating a 
return to more balanced market 
conditions. 

In contrast, there continues 


to be a shortage of listings in the

Follow garbage along river to O’Reilly’s Bridge

Despite the feet Welland city 
councillors and municipal staff 
outnumbered their Wainfleet 
counterparts, Saturday’s 
cleanup of Riverside Dr. from 
Welland's border to O’Reilly’s 
Rridge in Wainfleet wasn't 
about politics, said the chair¬ 
man of Welland River Keepers. 
Tony Whelan said the event

decided to challenge Welland 
Whelan recalled. 


Riverside Dr. runs from

O’Reilly’s Rridge, was adopted 
by Welland River Keepers 
under Niagara Region’s Adopt- 
A-Road program. 

“At a recent council meet¬ 
ing (Welland Mayor Damian) 
Goulboume said they should 
re-challenge Wainfleet,” 
Whelan said. 

Goulbourne said it was 
actually Wainfleet Mayor Barb
